Saw-LIKE, are ſtrong pulſes, varying in 
uickneſs and height to ſuch a degree, that they 
20 to enter ſome of the fingers, and to deſcend 
out of others; and indicate a very inflammatory 
tumour, ſuch as in the pleuriſy. Thoſe called 
the Mouſe's-tail, which ſlowly alter from defi- 
ciency to eaves, or from exceſs to deficiency ;

INTERMITTENT, is when you meet with 4 
reſt every time that you hope for a ſtroke ; and 
ſome of theſe intermiſſions happen in the mid- 
dle, and ſtrike when you look for a pauſe.

PR Evious fo the adminiſtering of medicine, it 
is neceſſary to be acquainted with the nature of 
the diſorder, its cauſe, and degree; together 
with the ſtrength of the patient, his accidental 
and his natural conſtitution, his age, manner 
of living, native country, as well as the place 
he now inhabits, and the air thereof. 

For the adminiſtering of medicine, five things 
are to be conſidered : The nature of the medi- 
cine; the quantity; the time for uſing it; the 
manner of applying it; and what is the moſt 
proper regimen. 


Of the Nature of the Medicine. 


Tuis depends on the nature and degree of 
the diſeaſe; for oppoſites muſt be brought a- 
gainſt each other: therefore if the diſorder is 
very hot, then very cold medicines ſhould be 
uſed, But herein attention muſt be paid to the 
conſtitution: ; ſo that when a hot conſtitution 
meets with a hot diſeaſe, it muſt be cooled 
flowly ; and the contrary. Allo regard muſt 
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be had to the air and climate; for certainly a 
cool air, and country, require medicines that 


are leſs cooling than what are wanted in a hot 
ſeaſon and climate, | 


Xa The Time for ufing Medicine. 


* So depends on the ſtages of the diſcaſe, 
hither it be in the beginning, or in the end; 
or elſe it depends on the ſtrength of the patient. 
If he is ſtrong, do not delay evacuations; but, 
ſhould he be weak, wait till he has taken ſome 
nouriſhment, With reſpe to the ſeaſons, the 
the rule is, to make evacuations in the winter 
at noon, and in the morning during ſummer.

For this there are four rules. Pirſt, the 
condition of the member is to be conſidered ; 
for ſeeing that it is contrary to its original ſtate, 
the proper means muſt be uſed to reſtore it 
thereto, Second.; this regards the quality of 
the member. If it be tender, as the lungs, 
yiolent medicines, muſt not be uſed ; but, 
when it is ſtrong, like the kidneys, powerful 
remedies arc to be adminiſtered ; and when the 
part is of a middle quality, as the liver, then 
moderate medicines are to be applied. Third; 
this. depends on the power of the member, 
whether it be a noble part, or one that. beſtows 
benefit to the body.in common, as the ſtomach 
and diaphragm ; or delicate, as the eye: in all 
which caſes care muſt be taken not to uſe ſuch 
things as might injure their faculties. Fourth;
